ing happiness to tbe people w&a declared. 
While the fatherhood of God and tbe 
brotherhood of man was recognizad, per 
caps 10 a broader aenae than ever before, 
Chnel declared when he said, "Ksnder 
no to C^'sar the things tbat are Cresw'e, 
and nnto God tbe things that are 
God's," a separation between ohuroh end 
state
